MANY CALLS ON CITY MONEY 


Finance Committee Passes Busy Af- 
ternoon Listening to Requests 
for Appropriations. 


The prospect of Grady hospital get- 
ting $55,000 for a nurses’ dormitory 
loomed big after Dr. L. B. Clark, of 
the visiting staff, told the finance com- 
mittee yesterday afternoon that the 
present quarters were a disgrace. 

He intimated that the miserly pol- 
ley of the city was retarding the work 
at Grady, and said that the young 
women who are being trained as nurses 
are of a class that “won't be housed 
in any sort of cattle pen.” Alderman 
FE. J. Spratling, chairman of the hos- 
pital committee of council, said that 
the city was forced to provide for bet- 
ter quarters for the nurses or close 
up the hospital. 

Absolutely necessary. 

Superintendent W. B. Summerall 
asked the cummittee to include $1,200 
for a pathologist and $720 for a skilled 
anaesthetist. He explained that in the 
hands of the anaesthetist the life of 
every patient under operations rested, 
and urged the that the

“It Is shatneful to ask young women 
who are training themselves for .the 
great work of nursing, to sleep in 
any nook and corner,’ Dr. Summerall 
told the committee. “A new home will 
place Atlanta's hospital in rank among 
the foremost in the country.” 

Grady asks for an appropriation of 
$160,508, which includes salary  in- 
crease=’”"made on the first of the year, 
and the salaries for the anaesthetist 
and pathologist. The hospital antici- 
pates $12,000 revenue from pay wards, 
which, if realized, will cut the appro- 
proations down to $148,000. 

Colonel Lowry Makes Appeal. 

Colonel Robert J. Lowry, one ‘of 
(rrady’s directors, made an appeal to 
the committee for funds for the nurses’ 
home. He also urged an increase of 
$900 a vear in the salary of Superin- 
tendent Summerall, to make it. $3,600, 
instead of $2,700. 

The trustees also asked for an in- 
crease for the supervising and head 
nurses, and a sufficient fund to add 
thirty-eight nurses to the staff. The 
committee was asked to make provi- 
sion for a steward at $60 a month. 

The budget provides for but $142,090 
for new appropriations, according to 
Chairman W. G. Humphrey. The entire 
budget provides for items totaling ?4,- 
759,700, including $125,000 as payment 
on a new crematory, and $20,000 first 
payment on the new fire alarm system, 

Would Disregard Moral Obligation. 

Mayor Woodward says that he will 
endeavor to have the committee disre- 
gard apportionment of money on moral 
obligation contracts, and, if he suc- 
eeeds. the committee will have $95,009 
additional available. The crematory 
money represents $50,000 in bonds 
voted by the people. 

The city’s income will increase $200,- 
000 this year, but the surplus fund does 
not anticipate any future revenue. The 
committee has announced, through 
Chairman Humphrey, that it will ap- 
portion only the money actually avail- 
able. 

The Anti-Tuberculosis association 
asked the committee for $1,200 for the 
year. 

A delegation representing West 
Mitchel] street asked the committee for 
$10,000 to start the widening of that 


thoroughfare. 
Spring Street Warts $10,000. 

Spring street property holders sent 
a request for $10,000 for grading and 
improving. 

Colonel Orville H, 
$1,500 for the militia. 

Chairman Alex W. Smith, of the 
civic planning commission, asked for 
$10,000 to pay for the services of an 
expert to make a map of Atlanta and 
plan for the future growth of the 
city. 

He told the tommittee that it was 
not the aim of the commission to at- 
tempt to ornament any particular lo- 
cation. but to make plans for the en- 
tire citv for the next fifty years. 

The morning session of the commit- 
tee was enlivened by the appearance 
of a determined delegation of citi- 
zens from the fourth ward, headed by 
CfounciIman Alfred Thompson. Coun- 
cilman Thompson told the committee 
that open sewers in the fourth ward 
stopped all development in that sec- 
tion.

Davant was the favorite in 
the betting when the polls opened. More 
than $20,000 of Davant money remained 
uncovered. There were a few small 
bets last night, but the Davant partl- 
sans had to give odds. 

Both sides had long lines when the 
polis opened at 8 o’clock.. It was the 
first election held here under a law 
passed for Savannah at the last session 
of the -legislature. The ballots were 
printed on heavy blue paper and car- 
ried the names of all the candidates. 
It was quite an innovation for Savan- 
nah where heretofore in municipal con- 
tests any kind of ticket was counted 
and the factions used specially printed 


tickets with colored backs for the pur- 
ehaseable vote. 
Doubtful Voters Entertained. 

Both factions held railfes last night, | 
any many of the doubtful voters who 
are “handled” were kept in halls all 
night. They were entertained with 
music, moving pictures and vaudeville. 
There were the usual number of fist} 
fights during the night, and at the | 
opening of the polis. The entire po- 
lice force Was kept on duty all day at 
the courthouse, the men being served 
their meals at the balloting places. 
The polls opened at 8 o’clock, eastern 
time, and closed at 6 o'clock, This 
reduced the time in other elections for 
voting by nearly two hours.

It was the first police meeting at- 
tended by Mayor Woodward during his 
present administration. It was also 
Mr. Colcord’s first. The others were 
old members of the board. Following 
the short and rapid session, the mem- 
bers communed in a love feast that 
was not unlike campmeeting days. 

Perhaps the most important action 
of the session was the appointment of 
a committee of three to consider. the 
report of Philip Weltner, secretary 
of the Georgia Prison association, who 
for the past several months has car- 
ried on an investigation into police 
conditions.

Will Destroy Pistols. 

Chief Beavers’ plan to destroy all un- 
ealled for weapons taken from prison- 
ers at police headquarters, which are 
sold annually at the police “ole hoss”’ 
met the approval of the board 
and Commissioner Colcord was in- 
structed to introduce a resolution be- 
fore council calling for the destruction 
of the abandoned weapons. 

R L. Hollingsworth and John Rags- 
dale were elected to the positions of 
assistants to Probation Officer Coogler, 
which offices were recently created by 
council, and will assume their duties 
within the next few days. 

The following is the report of Mr. 
Weltner as it was read to the board: 

“To the board of police commission- 
ers and board of municipal research 
and statistics: 

“The following is a report made by 
virtue of an ordinance approved No- 
vember 7, 1912, authorizing a study of 
the methods of the police department 
of Atlanta and ordering a report of 
recommendations. 

Must Study Each Case. 

“One of the chief needs of the de- 
partment is a reliable system for a 
closer study and investigation of the 
cases brought to the recorder’s court. 
This is necessary so as to give the 
magistrate of that court a greater 
knowledge of the individual upon 
whom he is expected to pass intelli- 
gent sentence. 

“The self-indexing, cumulative and 
record system is recommended for use 
in this behalf. As persons are brought 
to the station under arrest they on; 
to be interviewed as to the details 
therein specified by the captains of 
police, or under their active supervis- 
ion. The telephone, the probation 
officers, the call men and officers do- 
ing street duty near the residence of 
the person interviewed could all be 
used to verify the statements made by 
the prisoner. The captains of police 
already have authority to determine 
Whether or not @ case ought to be 
docketed against an individual and can 
release persons charged with municipa] 
misdemeanors if the charge seems 
frivolous or patently substantiated. 
They are empowered to call upon a 
probation officer to make a prelimi- 
nary investigation when in his opinion 
the case is one where the records 
might properly place the defendant on 
probation. Being the officers on the 
watch, he would, of course, have au- 
thority ‘to require the call men to com- 
plete or verify his investigation. 

“The history card ought to sent

NOVEL “JIM CROW CAR” CASE | 


BEFORE U. S. SUPREME COURT 


Washington, January 14.—Probably 
the most novel “jim-crow car’ case 
ever before the supreme court of the 
Ilnited States reached it today when 
the Alabama and Vicksburg rallroad 
company filed an appeal from the ver- 
dict of the Mississippi court which 
awarded Miss Pear Morris $15,000 for 
distress of mind and body caused by 
being required to occupy a berth in a 
Pullman car in which three negro men 
occupied berths. The supreme court of 
Mississippi reduced the damages to $2,- 
000. 

No case of this nature has ever been 
considered by the supreme court. The 
case is attracting particular attention, 
because the Mississippi courts have in- 
terpreted the “jim-crow law’ of that 
state as applicable to interstate com- 
merce, as well as to intrastate travel. 


They justify the law on the ground 
that the “jim-crow” law was en&cted 
to preserve order by separating the 
two races, and disturbance is as likely 
to occur upon an interstate train pass- 
ing through the state'as upon a local 
train. 

Another point upon which the case 
may serve as a precedent in case of af- 
firmance is that “jim-crow” laws se- 
curing separate accommodations on 
passenger trains means that separate 
Pullman cars must be furnished as 
well as separate “passenger” cars. 

In the case brought to the court to- 
day, Miss Morris-.boarded the train, and 
upon entering the Pullman she observed 
the presence there of three negro men. 
She at once demanded separate accom- 
modations, which were refused. She 
boarded the train at Vicksburg for New 
York. 
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Did He Lose His Leg and Foot 


By Interstate or Intrastate Train?! 


Washington, January 14.—If a man 
jumps out of the way of an interstate 
train only to land in front of an Iintra- 
state train and loses thereby a leg and 
a foot. is he injured by the interstate 
train or by the intrastate one? 

Such a question was considered to- 
day by the supreme court of the 
United States. 


Martin Pederson was the victim of 


such an acvident at West End, N. _J.| 


He was crossing a bridge when ke 
observed a train from Buffalo bearing 
down upon him. He jumped to an ad- 
joining track only to-be struck by a 
train running from Montclair to Jer- 
sey City. The Delaware, Lackawanna 
and Western Railroad company resist- 
ed his suit under the federal employ- 
ers’ liability act of 1898, on the ground, 
among others, that the interstate train 
was not the cause of the injury.

House Refuses to Interfere

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January 14.—An_ at- 
tempt to revoke President Taft's re- 
cent order placing fourth-class post- 
masters. under the classified civil ser- 
vice and to remove from classifica- 
tion assistant postmasters and clerKs 
in first and second-class postoffices by 
an amendment to the postofice appro- 
priation bill, failed in the house to- 
day. The bill, carrying $278,489,781, 
was passed. 

The amendment offered by Repre- 
sentative Cullop, of Indiana, provided 
for the revocation of the executive 
order of October 15, 1912, by which 
President Taft exempted some 30,000 
fourth-class postmasters from the ‘po- 
litical job” class andg of the order of 
September 30, 1910, which classified 
assistant postmasters and postal clerks 
in first and second-class offices, was 
defeated on a rol] call vote, 141 to 106. 
The republicans voted practically solid 
against the amendment, and they were 
joined by many democrats. — 

An amendment proposed by Repre- 
sentative Bartlett, of Georgia, howev- 
er, prohibiting the payment of per 
diem expenses to postoffice inspectors 
engaged in investigating or recom- 
mending applicants for positions as 
fourth-class postmasters under the 
new order was incorporated in the Dill 
by a vote of 120 to 114.

ence of an _ international agreement 
covering the aluminum industry was 
revealed at tonight’s session of the 
house committee on ways and means. 

President Arthur V, Davis, president 
of the Aluminum company of America, 
admitted that his company, the only 
aluminum manufacturer in the United 
States, owned the Canadian Aluminum, 
company, which in turn, had perfect 
agreements with all of the six or seven 
foreign aluminum compantfes. This 
agreement, he said, covers all the 
world except the United States, which, 
he admitted to Representative Rainey, 
of Illinois, was excepted because there 
is a law here prohibiting it.” ) 

Amazed the Committee. 

Admission of existence of this agree< 
ment amazed members of the commite 
tee, some of whom pointed owt that, 
along with previous testimony regard-. 
ing foreign trusts in other Interests, it 
presented a problem never  0»dbefore 
faced. by a tariff-making committee. 

Mr. Davis testified that he and hia 
London representatives wrote the 
agreement made by his Canadian plant’ 
with all the plants in Europe. 

“I submitted the proposed form of 
the agreement,” he said, “to Attorney 
General Wickersham and when the 
agreement was signed I sent Mr, 
Wickersham a copy of it.” 

Mr. Davis did not sav what action 
the attorney general took in the mat-

ARCHBALD’S IMPEACHMENT. 


Stripped of its dramatic and historic 
features the conviction under impeachment 
of Judge Robert W. Archbald is an admo- 
nition to conservatism toward those influ- 
ences in our present-day life which favor 
resort to extreme measures to remove 
judges from the bench. We hear much of 
the recall of the judiciary and of judicial 
decisions. But the climax of the Archbald 
case makes it pertinent to inquire if we 
do not already enjoy a sufficent check upon 
venality and corruption when exhibited on 
the bench. 

The proceedings against the condemned 
judge have been tedious, it is true. But 
no one will. complain that they have not 
been thorough, and no one save the chief 
sufferer that the outcome is not a fair 
one. It may be that our judicial system, 
state, federal and local, is in need of re- 
vision, though we incline to the belief that 
changes should apply to the procedure and 
not the individuals. The latter, in the over- 
whelmingly majority of cases, are honest 
and competent. 

But in view of the Archbald case it is 
well to ponder thoughtfully the effect of 
entering upon revolutionary or untried 
courses; of seeking quick nostrums and pan- 
aceas—when there is even now at our dis- 
posal a surer if a less spectacular remedy. 
Since it had to come, the Archbald affair 
could have been staged at no moment more 
psychological and, perhaps, more fortunate.

| “Seniority --What I Is” 


And Something Else About It! 


(From the Macon Telegraph.) 


The “seniority” rule in the United States 
Senate is simply a custom to give the most 
important posts to the abler senators of 
larger experience. 

The excuse for the assault upon this rule 
by Bryan and others is that the new sena- 
tors are “fresh from the people,” and know 
best what the people want. 

But they have forgotten that the senators 
of long service, like Bacon, are those that 
have made good, and they have been re- 
indorsed—that is, indorsed more than once— 
by their constituents—indorsed at least every 
six years. 

Since we have named Senator Bacon, it 
might as well be said here that he was first 
elected to the senate in 1894, and has been 
reindorsed three times since—only a few 
months ago almost unanimously by the pop- 
ular vote of the people in a state primary. 
The movement new on foot proposes to put 
Bacon, and democratic senators like him, 
at the foot of the class, and promote over 
‘um new senators, some yet to be sworn in 
on March 4, and others recently chosen by 
the législatures, and who have never had an 
Indorsement by the vote of the people. 

The plea which would upset a good old 
rule is made in the name of “the people,” 
and to “make the senate democratic.” The 
truth Is, it is a scheme of intriguing, plot- 
tingy designing and trading politicians who 
have just broken into the senate, and who, 
following the lead of the Nebraskan, want to 
make a short-cut to leadership, if by doing 
So it is necessary to divide the democratic 
party into two warring factions in congress 
right at the initial stages of the new demo- 
cratic administration. 


Some of these intriguers, now justifying | 


their plans on the plea of “harmony with the 
administration,” were the very men who 
Save their influence and their weight to 
withhold that “harmony” when Cleveland 
was in the white house. By infecting most 
dangerous anti-administration schisms they 
destroyed the democratic party for sixteen 
years; and now they take to the opposite 
extreme by attempting to humiliate and oust 
the democratic leaders in the senate who 
represent a more conservative element in 
the party; and they do this in the name of 
the new administration—for “harmony!” 

According to this new propaganda the 
fact that a democratic senator has been long 
in the senate, having won his spurs, and 
having repeatedly received the approval of 
his constituents, shall be taken as evidence 
of disqualification and a mark of perfidy. 

If the senate serves any purpose it is to 
allow due reflection over measures affect- 
ing the people. 


It was designed by the builders of our 
constitution, the creators of our government, 
to make this upper body a place for delibera- 
tion where judgment shall exercise its sway 
Long experience has shown that vagaries 
mean disaster, although at times they be- 
come dangerously popular for the hour; and 
hence the fathers created the senate for a 
safety apparatus in our governmental ma- 
chinery. Of course, when this apparatus gets 
in the way of nolsy and ambitious self- 
seeking politicians in and out of that body, 
they whirl in to clip its staying powers. 

It is well known that recent efforts have 
been made to enlist the aid of President- 
elect Wilson in the attempt to tear up root 
and branch the power of the senate lodged in 
the “seniority rule;” that is, the rule of wis- 
dom which comes from experience. But be 
it said to the credit of his great good sense 
and judgment, this man who has denomi- 
nated himself as “a conservative who does 
not stand still,” has given the scheme no 
encouragement. To those who have called 
to urge his co-operation he has simply lis- 
tened, and they have gone away discour- 
aged. 

Before these ambassadors of revolution 
called on the president-elect to urge their 
scheme it was published to the world that 
twenty-eight democratic senators had cau- 
cussed and bound themselves in an “iron- 
clad” resolution to stand for a reorganiza- 
tion of the senate on the line proposed. But 
on the return of those emissaries only twen- 
ty appeared at a later caucus. 

The effort is to throw down hard a very 
large element in the democratic party, and 
to push forward portions of another ele- 
ment; but Governor Wilson has declared

Historians have always had a difficult 
problem before them when they tried prop- 
erly to place King Charles IL, of England.

The 
thing they have had no trouble in deciding 
unanimously, is that he was “merry,” and 
fully entitled to the nickname of “The Mer- 
ry Monarch.”

times in England as under Charles II. When 
you see his portrait, with his swarthy, ill- 
looking face and great nose, you may fancy 
him in his court at Whitehall, surrounded 
by some of the very worst vagabonds in the 
kingdom, drinking, gambling, indulging in 
vicious conversation and committing every 
kind of profligate excess.

There were certainly many merry things 
done in the merry days when this merry gen- 
tieman sat upon his merry throne, in “Merry 
England.’

Think what England was under 
Oliver Cromweil, who was torn of his grave, 
and what it was under thfs merry monarch 
who soldit, like a merry Judas, over and over 
again. ~Of course, the remains of Oliver's 
wife and daughter were not spared either, 
though they had been excellent women. The 
base clergy of that time gave up thelr bodies, 
which had been buried in the Abbey, and—te 
the eternal disgrace of iingland—they were 
thrown into a pit, together with the moulder- 
ing bones of Pym, and of the brave and bold 
old Admiral Blake.

Colonel Lamont’s Shrewdness

If Colonel Daniel S. Lamont left among 
his papers any reminiscences of his associa- 
tion with the leading men of the democratic 
party from 1876 until 1904 the publication 
of these reminiscences would throw many 
sidelights upon the men and events of the 
time in which Colonel Lamont was actively 
engaged in newspaper and in public service. 
One morning in the 
early fall of 1904 I met 
Colonel Lamont as he 
was coming in from his 
country place near 
Poughkeepsie, N. Y. He 
greeted mei cordially 
and then intimated to 
me that if I had a few 
moments’ time ihe 
would tell me some- 
thing that would be of 
interest, he thought. 

As soon as we were 
in a secluded place, 
Colonel Lamont said: 
“You undoubtedly have 
heard that this or that 
prominent democrat is 
likely to be nominated 
by the democratic 
party for governor this fall. But the man 
who will be nominated, as I believe, has not 
been as yet publicly named. Can you guess 
who he is?” 

I replied that I was unable to make a 
good guess. 

“Well,” said Colonel Lamont, ‘“‘the demo- 
cratic nominee will be Judge D. Cady Her- 
rick.” 

“Why,” said I, “Judge Herrick has some 
years of ‘his term as supreme court judge 
of New York state to serve, and in view 
of the fact that Colonel Roosevelt is the 
republican candidate for president and is to 
be voted for at the same election with the 
candidates for governor of New York, it 
seems strange that Judge Herrick would be 
willing to resign his place on the bench, as 
he must do if he is nominated, in view of 
the certain defeat of the democratic can- 
didate for governor.”

Next, if you 
choose to do it, you can say that in the 
opinion of men qualified to judge, Roosevelt 
will carry New York state by more than a 
hundred thousand majority, and that his 
great vote wiTl be sufficient to put through 
so weak a candidate for governor as the re- 
publicans have named in Higgins. I have 
said this to friends of Judge Herrick. I am 
fond of him and I hate to see him defeated 
at the cost of his place upon the supreme 
court bench.

The greatest gain for the 
year was Manchester, 82, and Atlanta,

Hopes They Will Win Senator

‘In Last Message to Jersey Legislature 
the Governor Urges Many Far- 
reaching Reforms. 


Trenton, N. J., January 14.—‘"I hope 
Progressive democrats will be elected 
in state,” said President-elect 
Wilson today in referring to contests 
incident to the election of United 
States senators in Maine, New Hamp- 
Shire, Illinois, South Dakota and Ten- 
neesee, 

Tne governor took emphatic excep- 
tion to editorials and published reports 
Purporting to describe his attitude as 
preferring the selection of a progres- 
sive republican in cases where the 
other alternative would be the choloe 
of a “standpat” democrat. 

“The only thing I am interested in 
in any state,” he said, “is the election 
of the democrat.” 

In connection with the Maine situa- 
tion Mr. Wilson was informed of re- 
ports that farmers who had been ure- 
img progressive republican legislators 
to vote for the re-election of Senator 
Obadiah Gardner, democrat, were be- 
ing told that Mr. Wilson wished to 
eppoint Senator Gardner as secretary 
of agriculture. 

“There is no foundation for these re- 
ports,’ said the president-elect, “So 
far as I have interested myself it has 
-been for Obadiah Gardner for senator.” 

As to Picking “Progressives.”’ 

The president-elect was told that his 
Bpeech yesterday, in which the said he 
would not be acting as a partisan if he 
picked “progressives and only progres- 
ives,” had caused the inquiry as to 
whether he meant the- progressive 
wing of the democratic party in- 
cluded in his statement progressive re- 
publicans as well as progressive demo- 
crats. 

“f wasn't thinking in specifications,” 
he said; “I was just thinking in tcn- 
dencies and the. state of mind of the 
country.” 

He added that there was “nothing 
novel’ in the position he took, as he 
had throughout the campaign cham- 
pioned progressive politics and action.” 

The governor was busy with callers, 
mostly members of the legislature, 
which convened today. Willard Sauls- 
bury, democratic national committee- 
man from Delaware, took luncheon 
with the governor. 

Tomorrow' Senator Gardner, of 
Maine, has an appointment with Mr. 
Wilson, but the latter said it had noth- 
ing to do with the senatorial contest 
in that state. 

Senator-elect Ollie James, of Ken- 
tucky. and Senator Stone, of Missouri, 
also have been invited to come tomor- 
row. 

The governor was delighted with the 
result of the caueus today on the 
democrats of the legislature, who by 
a vote of. 42 to 5 elected Edward E. 
Grosscup, democratic state chairman, 
as state treasurer. The governor had 
openly declared himself for Mr. Gross- 
cup.

Last Message to Legislature. 

In his last message to the legislature 
today. Gov. Wilson made an appeal 
for the completion of the _pro- 
gram of progressive’ legislation for 
Which he declared himself when he 
took office. 

Foremost among the laws advocated 
are a radical revision of the statutes 

overning corporations and better laws 
mn the matter of drawing juries. The 
Sovernor recommends the commission 
form of government for. cities, and 
speaks strongly in favor of economics 
in the state administration. In con- 
clusion, he expresses the hope that 
New Jersey will ratify the constitution- 
al amendmeiits providing for a_ tax 
on incomes and the election of United 
States senators by direct vote of the 
people. 

At the outset of the document there 
fg a personal note of regret at leaving 
New Jersey, and an expression of grat- 
itude and obligation to those who 
stood by him in carrying out reforms. 
Almost without preface, however, the 
governor calls attention to the laxity 
of the state's corporation laws. With 
the hope that New Jersey shall never 
again be called “the mother of trusts,” 
the message is addressed to a legisla- 
ture that is for the first time during 
his administration democratic in both 
branches. °

for sale security of every sort, the 
governor turned to the question of jury 
drawing. “Why has no legislature ever 
seriously and earnestly set itself. to 
correct this condition?” he asks. “The 
drawing of grand juries, and even upon 
occasion the drawing of petit juries, is 
notoriously subject to political influ- 
ence and control in this state. and 
this can and should be remedied.” 

Continuing, the governor pointed out 
reforms in the state's taxation sys- 
tem. and suggested that the board of 
public utility commissioners be grant- 
ed additional powers to eliminate dan- 
gerous grade railroad crossings in “a 
thoroughly practical fashion.” The 
board, he urged, should also be given 
power to require railroads to man 
their trains with adequate crews. 

“The farmer has not been served as 
he might be,” continues the governor, 
“We have set up and subsidized agri- 
cultural scheols, horticultural schools, 
achools of poultry breeding and the 
rest. and they have done 
work. But a more effective way still 
has been found by which the farmer 
ean be served. Lectures and schools 
and experimental farms attached to 
schools like laboratories are excellent, 
but they cannot of themselves push 
their work home. Some states have 
gone much bevond this and we should 
follow them with zest.’ 

Too Many Boards. 

On the question of economy, Gover- 
nor Wilson says: “The business of the 
state is conducted with a wasteful- 
ness, a duplication of effort, confusion 
and conflict of function which no busi- 
ness enterprise could survive for six 
months. There is an_ extraordinary 
multiplicity of boards, commissions, 
departments and miscellaneous offices, 
overlapping. connected without being 
co-ordinated, 


a single systematic whole, which ought 
‘to be drawn together, simplified. 
brought into proper relations. pruned 
and put upon a footing of efficiency 
which will also be a footing of econo- 
my and quick responsibility. We are 
wasting the public moneys and are not 
getting the results which good busi- 
ness methods would get.’’ 

In conclusion, Gov. Wilson says: 

“The future is with those who serve 
and who serve without secret or selfish 
purpose. <A free people has come to 
know its own inind and its own 
friends.”

JOHNSON LODGED 
IN CHICAGO JAIL 


Negro Pugilist Was Sent to Prison 
on His Return From Battle 
Creek. 


Chicago, January 14.—Jack Johnson, 
the negro heavyweight pugilist, was 
taken to the county jail here tonight 
to await the judgment of federal 
Judge Carpenter as to whether his 
bail bond of $30,000 should be for- 
feited. 

When the pugilist’s party, consisting 
of his white wife, two white secreta- 
ries and valet, reached here after be- 
ing turned back at Battle Creek, Mich., 
from a Canada-bound train, Johnson 
asked to talk over the telephone to 
Charles F. DeWoody, superintendent 
of the United States deportment of 
justice. At the conclusion of the con- 
versation Johnson told Deputy Mar- 
shal Meyers that Mr. DeWoody would 
allow him to spend the night at his 
own home, 

Meyers refused to ,accept the order 
unless from Mr. DeWoody direct. The 
pugilist and his retinue were taken in 
automobile to Mr. DeWoody’s _ resi- 
dence, 

“Johnson, if you did not mean to 
stay out of the jurisdiction of the 
federal court, why did you ship two 
of your automobiles to Canada?’ de- 
manded Mr. DeWoody. The pugilist 
hesitated in this reply, and Mr. De- 
Woody gave him his choice of being 
held in a hotel in charge of marshals 
or being taken to jail. Johnson chose 
the jail. 

The first information of Jack Johz- 
son's flight from Chicago was given by 
the publication in a local newspaper of 
a telegram from a passenger who 
recognized the negro on the train. 

Acting on this, Charles 8. Dewoody, 
superintendent of department of justice 
in Chicago, traced the train on which 
Johnson was supposed to be traveling, 
and wired the police at Battle Creek 
to arrest him. 

Shortly after his arrest, Johnson 
called Superintendent Dewoody by tel- 
ephone and explained that he had no 
intention of staying in Canada or 
making an extended trip. He said he 
had no thought of violating the’ fed- 
eral law or of attempting to forfeit 
his $30,000 federal bond. 

Johnson was indicted several months 
ago by the federal court on several 
counts for alleged violation of the 
Mann act, and is at liberty on bond. 
He ts also charged with smuggling 
valuable jewelry into this country from 
Europe for his white wife, Mrs. Etta 
Johnson, who committed suicide a few 
months ago. The latter case is pend- 
ing. 
Mann act violations are not extradit- 
able and for this reason Johnson had 
no right to leave this country, the fed- 
eral authorities assert. 


Johnson Denies Running Away. 


Battle Creek, Mich., January 14,— 
Jack Johnson who, while en route for 
Toronto, was taken from a train here 
thig morning at the request of United 
States officials, left for Chicago late 
today, accompanied by his wife and 
other members of his party. The pu- 
gilist was in charge of Bert J.. Meyers, 
a federal officer. Johnson wa accom- 
panied by his white wife and two ne- 
gro friends. 

When taken from the train here, 
Johnson said he did not wish to vio- 
late any of the terms of the bond in- 
suring his appearance in United States 
ditsrict court, and simply intended to 
go to Toronto to consult with Tom 
Flanagan, his former manager, regard- 
ing a proposed fight with Al Palzer in 
Paris. He claimed that the latter’s 
manager had Offered to arrange a fight 
for $25,000. 

At no time did Johnson appear to 
take his arrest seriously. He denied 
any intention of running away from 
the prosecution.

But litle interest is be- 
ing taken at this juncture regarding 
the short term senator, and Seaator 
Sanders will hola@ over until his suc- 
cessor is elected. 

No Choice in New Hampshire. 
Concord, N. H., January 14,—Neither 
branch of the legislature was able to 
reach an agreement on the choice of 
United States senator today. In the 
senate the vote was divided among 
five candidates, three democrats and 
two republicans, and in the house the 
names of fifteen candidates were pre- 
sented. The democrats in the lower 
house nearly all voted for Henry F. 
Hollis and the progressives for former 
Governor Robert P. Bass.

Denver, Colo., January 14—Former 
Governor Charles 8S.

CONTRACTOR DADY 
MUST RUSH WORK 


sewer Committee Will Investigate 
Peachtree Creek Disposal 
Plant Situation. 


Chief R. M. Clayton, of the construc- 
tion department, has taken up with 
the sewer committee the slow progress 
of.work at the Peachtree creek sew- 
age disposal plant. He has notified the 
committee that Chester A. Dady, the 
contractor, is making no progress on 
the plant, which is costing the city 
$195,000. 

The committee will make an inves- 
tigation of the complain of Chief Clay- 
ton. A majority favor notifying the 
Surety company that Contractor Dady 
is not complying with the time limita- 
tions of the contract, and that the city 
will proceed to collect on the bond. 

Contractor Dady has asked for two 
extensions; the first granted by coun- 
cil allowed him to carry the work over 
into December. He has asked for and 
secured another extension to June, and, 
according to Assistant Engineer W. A. 
Hansell, he cannot get the plant com- 
pleted in that time. Chief Clayton says 
that at the rate Centractor Dady is 
receiving rock he cannot possibly com- 
plete the work In June and will ask 
for another extension, 

Hard to Get Stone. 

According to the contractor it has 
been a difficult matter to get stone 
of the required size, and was delayed 
to a great extent because he did not 
have a crusher in operation. Most of 
the stone, according to an excuse of- 
fered at a recent meeting of council, 


wes too large to use in the construc- 
tion of the plant, and it had to be put 
through another crusher after it reach- 
ed here. Some difficulty was experi- 
enced by the Chattanooga contractor 


Sstacle was overcome by the installation 
of a crusher. The rock that could be 
used was hustled to the plant, and that 
which was too large was stored away 
until it could be crushed. It was thus 
that the contractor had plenty of ma- 
terial available’ at all times. 

Chief Clayton says that it is im- 
perative that the sewer committee de- 
mand that the work be rushed, even 
if the contractor is forced to spend 
job. It will require at least 130 car- 
the lost time and finish the plant on 
time. It is reported that the contractor 
is only receiving between thirty and 
forty carloads of rock each month, one- 
third of what he requires to finish on 
time. 

Proctor Creek Plant Completed. 

The Proctor créek plant is completed 
and is disposing of sewage of not quite 
a third of the city, and Chief Clayton 
wants the Entrenchment and Peach- 
tree plants finished before the sum- 
mer is over. 

Contractor Dady blames the stone 
quarries for a great deal of his trou- 
ble. He says that he hasS made an 
honest effort to get rock from Stone 
Mountain, and, failing, he entered into 
& contract with a Macon firm to take 
100 carloads a month. <According to 
Chief Clayton the rock is not coming 
in as fast as it should, even under the 
new contract. 

Captain’ Clayton has been tolerant 
with Contractor Dady. When he ap- 
peared before the sewer committee, in 
December, and asked for the extension 
for Dady, the committee opposed him, 
but he finally succeeded in getting his 
request through. Chief Clayton says 
that he thought Dady would hasten 
his work after his experience with the 
committee.
